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Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 5/1 1/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant argues that there is insufficient motivation for modifying the spray 
drying chamber of Pisecky to include a fluidized bed apparatus. The examiner disagrees. In 
response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the 
examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. In this case, by shifting eth location of the 
parts a more compact design is attained. Providing for a more compact design that uses less 
material and parts is within the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
The material would not be entirely recycled through the cyclones 1 1 as material would be 
transferred to 8. Regarding the applicant's statement concerning claims 24 and 25 the examiner 
does not understand the relevance of this statement as claims 24 and 25 were not rejected. The 
applicant next states that there is no teaching or suggestion within Pisecky to incorporate a 
fluidized bed in the drying chamber. This statement is correct as Pisecky is the primary reference 
and it was the secondary reference of Getler which teaches the limitation. One cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. Applicant's remarks concerning Shaffer et al in view of Hansen 
are persuasive. This part of the rejection has been overcome.
